IC-62541 CAPTAIN HARSHAN R 

2 PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 20 March 2007) 

Captain Harshan R had been relentlessly tracking foreign 
terrorists in North Kashmir. On 07 March 2007 the officer 
swiftly organized his team for a surgical operaion despite 
inhospitable terrain and single handedly killed two temtorists 
one of whom was Chief of a terrorist outfit in North 
Kashmir, 

Again on 20 March 2007 on specific input, Captain 
Harshan unmindful of inclement weather and continuous 
snowfall moved with his troop to the suspect house and 
cordoned it off. At 0430 hours four terrorists attempted to 
break cordon and rushed out firing towards Captain Harshan 
and his buddy. Despite being outnumbered. Captain Harshan 
displayed cool nerves and killed one terrorist on the spot 
but received gunsot wound on his thigh. Unmindful of his 
injuries the officer displaying conspicuous bravery, killed 
another terrorist charging at him. In the process, the officer 
again received another gunshot would on his neck. Despite 
being grievously injured, he continued engaging the terrorist 
and before succumbing to his injuries, he injured a third 
terrorist who was killed later. 

Captain Harshan has displayed rarest of rare courage in 
these two gallant actions in which he personally eliminated 
four terrorists. 

Captain Harshan R displayed leadership of the highest 
order and showed unparallel courage against grave odds 
and made the supreme sacrifice against fighting the terrorists. 

JC-593527 NAIB SUBEDAR CHUNN1 LAL, VrC, SM 
8 JAMMU AND KASHMIR LIGHT INFANTRY 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 24 June 2007) 

On 24 June 2007 on receiving information about likely 
infiltraion of a group of terrorists in Northern sector, Naib 
Subedar Chunni Lai re-sited ambushes to block the route, 
At 0700 hours while leading search, the small team of Naib 
Subedar Chunni Lai drew effective fire from hiding terrorists. 
He retaliated instantaneously with fire, maneuvered his 
troops to seal all escape routes. On spotting a terrorist 
hiding behind the boulders, he tactfully closed in and shot 
him at close range. The other terrorist spotted movement of 
his team and brought down effective fire injuring two 
soldiers. Naib Subedar Chunni Lai single handedly evacuated 
both the casualties inspite of effective fire from terrorists. 


He regained the command and control and resumed further 
search and eliminated another terrorist. On seeing this other 
terrorists attempted to break contact. Realizing the possible 
escape by the terrorist he quickly moved to block the 
escape route. The remaining terrorists brought down effective 
fire. Sensing the critically of the situation and the likelihood 
of suffering more casualities, Naib Subedar Chunni Lai in a 
daring act charged into the direction of fire killing one more 
terrorist on the spot. However, he sustained multiple gun 
shot wounds in his groin and lower abdomen. Bleeding 
profusely, he continued to fire at terrorists blocking their 
escape routes and asked his colleagues to go ahead with the 
task winch resulted in elimination of remaining two hardcore 
terrorists and saving life of numerous soldiers. 

Naib Subedar Chunni Lai consistently displayed 
excemplary gallantry, courage and supreme sacrifice in the 
highest traditions of the Indian Army by personally 
eliminating three terrorists and inspiring his small team in 
killing a total of five terrorists in the entire operation. 

IC-48714 COLONEL VASANTH VENUGOPAL 

9 MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 31 July 2007) 

Colonel Vasanth Venugopal was commanding a Battalion 
deployed on the Line of Control in ragged and inaccessible 
terrain in Uri Sector in J&K. 

On 30 July 2007, on receiving information of infiltration 
of teiTorists from across the Line of Control, Colonel 
Vasanth Venugopal personally took command of a body of 
troops, moved swiftly and intercepted the infiltrating group 
of terrorists who were attempting to escape hack across the 
Line of Control on being detected. Anticipating this move, 
Colonel Venugopal displaying determined and resolute 
leadership, deftly organized his troops to block the avenues 
of escape. Taking advantage of dense foliage, terrorists 
tried to evade by hiding in the jungle. Colonel Venugopal, 
leading his troops from the front, engaged the terrorists in 
a fierce fire fight closing in on the terrorist. This exhausting 
engagement went on through out the entire day and night 
but succeeded in foiling all attempts by the teiTorists to make 
good their escape using cover of darkness and foliage in the 
night. At daybreak on 31 July 2007, Colonel Venugopal, 
wanting to take advantage of the first light, rallied his men 
and personally led the operation to flush out the terrorists 
who had managed to occupy dominating position. 
Outflanking the terrorist location, Colonel Venugopal, 
engaged the teiTorists from close quarter killing one terrorist 
but was himself injured.

(Effective date of the award : 01 August 2005) 

On 01 August 2005 at 1030 hours, Shri Dayanand 
Pandey, Postal Assistant was on duty at Baskhari Sub Post 
Office, Faizabad. Suddenly, three robbers barged into the 
Post Office with the intention of looting government money. 
At that moment, a cash of Rs. 3,38,400/- was available in 
the Post Office. The robbers fired at Shri Pandey. However, 
unmindful of his injuries, Shri Pandey resisted the looters 
valiantly. On seeing the resistance from Shri Pandey the 
looters decamped with some cash. The courageous act of 
Shri Pandey saved a big chunk of money at the cost of his 
life. 

Shri Dayanand Pandey displayed exemplary courage and 
bravery in fighting with the robbers and laid down his life 
while saving government money. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAN AHMED 
UTTAR PRADESH (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 26 December 2005) 

On 26 December 2005, Shri Mohd. Shan Ahmed who 
was posted as Cash Overseer at Head Post Office, Jhansi, 
Uttar Pradesh, was entrusted to deposit Rs. 16,02,000/- at a 
nearby State Bank. He was travelling in an Autorickshaw 
along with other postal personnel carrying the cash bag 
while four other postal personnel were giving them escort 
on motorcycle. When the Autorickshaw, was close to the 
bank, it was attacked by some armed miscreants. Seeing the 
driver being shot by the bullet,.the accompanying persons 
ran away out of fear. Nonetheless, Shri Ahmed refused to 
hand over the bag to the looters and fought valiantly to save 
the government money until he was shot in the chest and 
collapsed consequently. The looters snatched the bag from 
his hands and fled away. Shri Ahmed later succumbed to 
fatal injuries. 

Shri Mohd. shan Ahmed displayed conspicuous gallant 
action, rare courage and exemplary devotion to duty, 
unmindful of his own safety and made the supreme sacrifice 
of hs life in fighting with the looters. 


SHRI TARUN KUMAR DUTTA 
ASSAM (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 12 September 2006) 

Shri Tarun Kumar Dutta took many bold and ingenious 
actions to check smuggling of drugs in the Shillong region. 
He had been instrumental in the seizure of 97,465 kg. of 
Ganja, 100kg of Ephedrine and 6.5 kg of Hashish. He led 
operations in difficult jungles, mountain' terrains and 
insurgent infested areas. He was acting against the interest 
of drug cartels without fear of his life with the objective of 
eradicating the scourge of drug smuggling. In doing so, he 
was made target by the mafia and was killed on 12 September 
2006. 

Shri Tarun Kumar Dutta showed peerless "devotion to 
duty all along his career, exemplary courage and excellence 
and sacrificed his life for the interest of nation. 

3995047 NAIK RADHAKRISHNAN C 
10 MADRAS REGIMENT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 18 October 2006) 

On 18 October 2006 at 0700 hours Surveillance 
Detachment in an area in Kupwara District (J&K) observed 
suspicious movement. Stops were placed covering escape 
routes and extensive search was launched. Naik 
Radhakrishnan C was the commander of a search team. 

While combing operations were in progress in the 
inhospitable terrain, Naik Radhakrishnan C detected and 
heard suspicious movements of terrorists and immediately 
informed the other search teams around. As there was not 
much time to react Naik Radhakrishnan immediately jumped 
over bushes and tried to maintain contact with the terrorists 
who were trying to break the cordon and escape. In the 
ensuing close firefight, he killed one terrorist. However in 
the process he got wounded grievously in the courageous 
charge made on the terrorists. The other terrorists sensing 
the aggressive spirit and indomitable will of the brave 
soldier made a desperate attempt to break contact by firing 
indiscriminately and hurling grenades at him. Despite the 
heavy exchange of fire and severity of his injuries Naik 
Radhakrishnan maintained close contact, fire back at the 
terrorists and pinned them down. Thereafter displaying 
courage, grit and determination he crawled forward and 
lobbed grenades at the terrorists thereby killing the other 
two terrorists. Throughout the fire fight, Naik Radhakrishnan 
despite being injured refused to withdraw or be evacuated 
for medical help. Naik Radhakrishnan was subsequently 
evacuated by air but succumbed to his injuries enroute and 
made supreme sacrifice for the motherland. 

Naik Radhakrishnan C displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
unflinching grit and raw courage at the peril of his own life 
in fighting the terrorists. 
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IC-67341 LIEUTENANT PANKAJ KUMAR 
7/11 GORKHA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 5 April 2007) 

Based on generic information of likely movement of 
terrorists in the area, Lieutenant Pankaj Kumar alongwith a 
party launched a search and destroy mission at 0100 hours 
on 05 April 2007 in an area in the Eastern Sector. 

When Lieutenant Pankaj Kumar alongwith two Other 
Ranks were moving towards the first hut for search, two 
tenorists jumped out of the hut firing. One terrorist also 
lobbed a grenade at the officer. Lieutenant Pankaj Kumar 
immediately returned the fire and in an intense gun battle, 
shot one terrorist dead. 

Meanwhile, six other terrorists hiding in nearby huts also 
opened fire and started fleeing towards the surrounding 
jungle. Lieutenant Pankaj Kumar quickly readjusted his 
cordon while bringing down heavy volume of accurate fire 
upon the fleeing terrorists. He chased two terrorists over 
approximately 1.5 Kilometers within the jungle and shot 
them dead, even as they lobbed a grenade. 

Lieutenant Pankaj Kumar displayed conspicuous 
gallantary exemplary leadership and selfless dedication while 
fighting the terrorists. 

SS-41287 CAPTAIN ABHINAV HANDA 
9 MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY 

(Effective date of the award : 31 July 2007) 

On 30 July 2007, based on information of infiltration of 
tenorists from across the life of control in Uri Sector of 
J&K, Captain Abhinav Handa moved swiftly to the site and 
was commanding the Ghatak team that pursued and cordoned 
the terrorists and thereafter earned out operations to flush 
out the terrorists who had managed to hide inside a rocky 
cave in the inhospitable treacherous dominating heights of 
Chota Kazinag Dhar ranges. The progress of operation saw 
intense fire fight with the terrorists and this exhausting 
engagement went on for seventy two hours. During this 
period. Captain Handa continued to direct accurate covering 
fire, enabling the quick reaction troops led by his 
commanding officer to eliminate three terrorists.

CLERK GENERAL DUTIES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 23 August 2006) 

Sergeant Jai Prakash Shukla was on the posted strength 
of a Pechora Squadron at Air Force Station, Utarlai, 
(Banner). Banner District experienced incessant rains and 
flash floods. On 23 August 2006, Sgt Shukla along with 
other Air Warriors of the unit proceeded to surrounding 
villages to assist the families of some civilians working at 
this Station. 

While returning, some villagers requested the Air Warriors 
to rescue four persons perched on treetops and struggling 
for life in the flood. The task of rescuing the persons from 
dangerously high levels of the tubulent flood waters was 
extremely challenging and evidently hazardous. While other 
members of the team did not dare to enter torrential current 
of flood waters, Sgt Shukla in a true tradition of soldier, 
readily volunteered to rescue these persons. He sw'am in the 
strong current in 20 feet deep flood waters, with the single- 
minded purpose of rescuing the helpless persons, who were 
under the threat of being washed away. However, after 
swimming for about 100 meters, he got sucked down in the 
swirling water and could not extricate himself. His body 
was recovered after two days. 

Sergeant Jai Prakash Shukla displayed extraordinary 
courage and valour in extreme circumstances, and made the 
supreme sacrifice while trying to save fellow citizens.

ARMOURED CORPS/24 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 30 August 2006) 

On 30 August 2006 information was received about the 
terrorists likely to cross a bridge in Srinagar. Sowar Sultan 
Singh was part of the ambush party waiting near the bridge. 
The terrorists approached the bridge very close to his 
location almost from behind. He showed tactical acumen 
well beyond his age and service by withholding fire till the 
teiTorists were just two meters away. In the intense fire fight 
that ensued, Sowar Sultan Singh killed one terrorist in 
nearly hand to hand battle, while suffering multiple gun shot 
wounds.

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SS-40823 CAPTAIN SUNIL YADAV 
CORF'S OF SIGNALS/26 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 18 September 2006) 

On 18 September 2006, an operational column under 
Captain Sunil Yadav was launched to search and destroy 
terrorists hiding in a maize field in a village in district Doda 
(J&K). 

Captain Sunil Yadav quietly closed in and hid the parties 
in the maize fields which remained undetected for nearly 
sixteen hours. On confirmation regarding presence of 
terrorists in the nearby maize field one of parties was asked 
to show its presence the terrorists finding themselves 
besieged started firing indiscriminately and ran out of the 
maize field. Captain Sunil Yadav showing exceptional initiative 
readjusted his position, took cover behind a rock and 
brought down heavy volume of fire from his AK-47 and 
shot dead two terrorists.

REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY/42 FIELD REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award : 24 September 2006) 

Lieutenant Krishan Dayal Singh Rathore, based on the 
intelligence provided by own sources launched a cordon 
and search operation on 24 September 2006 in a village m 
district Tinsukia, Assam. 

The cordon was established in the night and was 
reorganised at first light. A party led by Lieutenant Rathore 
started house to house search. At 1400 hrs, as the party 
approached one of the suspect houses, the search party 
was fired upon and a grenade was lobbed from the house. 
On spotting a terrorist, Lieutenant Rathore instantaneously 
shot the terrorist dead even while the grenade burst close 
to him and caused him multiple splinter injuries. Another 
terrorist opened indiscriminate fire on own team from the 
house.

Thus despite being injured and 
bleeding profusely, the officer pinned down and killed one 
hardcore terrorist and injured another terrorist leading to 
huge recovery of aims, amn, explosives and large amount of 
cash. 

Lieutenant Krishan Dayal Singh Rathore displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, indomitable courage under grave 
danger to own life in fighting the terrorists. 


4281832 SEPOY RAHUL 
4 BIHAR REGIMENT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 7 October 2006) 

On 7 October 2006 at mid night, an infiltrating group was 
engaged by Ghatak Platoon in an area in Poonch district of 
J&K, as a result one terrorist was killed and consequent 
encounter continued throughout the night. At first light on 
8 October during the readjustment in deployment of troops, 
the cut off group of Sepoy Rahul observed one terrorist 
having taken position 10—15 meters on top of them in 
jungle. Sensing absolute danger to his entire party. Sepoy 
Rahul with his buddy decided to close in with the terrorist.

(Effective date of the award : 12 October 2006) 

On specific information an area in Pulwama district of 
J&K was cordoned including a school juxtaposed to target 
house making its inclusion inescapable. The team comprising 
Sapper Shinde Ramachandra Shivaji sensing imminent threat 
to innocent lives, ensured quick evacuation of approximately 
1400 trapped school children to safer location. Sapper 
Shinde himself volunteered for the task. While evacuating 
last group, terrorists in a bid to escape fired at him. Evaluating 
the criticality of situation he restrained from returning fire 
and alongwith huddled students immediately jumped out of 
the danger area suffering injuries in the process. 

Despite injuries he refused evacuation and was the 
turnkey in locating terrorist who shifted to another house. 
At 1830 hours terrorists fired heavily to break the cordon 
but he steadfastly ensured terrorists remained hold up by 
effective fire. In ensuing gun-battle he dauntingly and 
gallantry forged ahead with utter disregard to personal 
safety and with precise fire killed both the terrorists including 
one foreigner.

Search 
party led by ; Subedar Manohar P Spotted five terrorists. 
Displaying value and professional acument the JCO closed 
onto the terrorists and pinned them down. Three terrorists 
were eliminated in the ensuing flreflght. However his buddy 
hit bv a gun shot, was lying in the line of terrorist fire.

GRENADIERS/39 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 
(POSTHOMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 26 October 2006) 

Lance Nike Jyotish Prakash was part of Company 
Commander’s close group during an operation in a village 
in Poonch district (J&K) conducted from 26 October 2006 
ro 29 October 2006. 

During the search Lance Naik Jyotish Prakash spotted 
rwo terrorists trying to run and hide behind boulders in the 
nullah, he immediately closed on to the terrorists, killed the 
first one on the move. A search was commenced to track 
balance of the terrorists hidden in thick foliage and boulders 
and eliminate them. During the search Lance Naik Jyotish 
spotted a terrorist barely two to three meters from the 
search party.'Sensing apparent danger to his comrades, with 
total 'disregard to his personal safety, Lance Naik Jyotish 
pounided on the terrorist under his indiscriminate fire and 
eliminated him at point blank range later he succumbed to 
his injuries.

(Effectivde date of the award : 04 November 2006) 

Sapper Babu Ram Veeranna Pattar was part of Flood 
ReliefRescue Team deployed near Pedana Village, Krishna 
District, Andhra Pradesh. On 04 November 2006, 
approximately at 1500 hours he along with three military 
persons of 5 Engineer Regiment, and eight other civilians 
were proceeding towards a marooned village in flood waters 
in a Boat Assault Universal Type 1A (BAUT), as part of 
relief operations. Enroute, the Out Board Motor (OBM) of 
the boat got entangled in the fisherman nets laid under 
water and the OBM stopped. 

Due to heavy current of water the boat drifted into a 
drain and hit concrete over bridge. Despite repeated warnings 
by rescue team not to panic, the civilians panicked and 
rocked the boat, resulting in capsizing the boat. The civilians 
fel into the flood waters. At this stage Sapper Babu Ram 
Veeranna Pattar, unimindfirl of his personal safety helped a 
civil lady by swimming with one hand and simultaneously 
lifting her with other hand. He then saved lives of two more 
persons including one MLA who were drowning m flood 
waters, before he suffered a head injury and got stuck in sea 
weeds and T beams of the bridge in the fast current of water 
and laid down his life. His mortal remains were later 
recovered at the bridge site on 09 November 2006. 

Sapper Babu Ram Veeranna Pattar, thus, displayed act of 
gallantry of the highest order and exemplary courage while 
performing the duty beyond the ordinary nature and made 
the supreme sacrifice in attemping to rescue the civilians.

CHANDRA PANDEY 

MECHANISED INFANTRY/26 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 08 November 2006) 

On 08 November 2006 an operational column was 
launched under Company Havildar Major Ramesh Chandra 
Pandey to destroy terrorists hiding in a house in a village in 
Doda district (J&K). On confirmation of terrorists’ presence, 
he immediately carried out mental appreciation and cordoned 
the target house at 1430 hours. He evacuated the civilians 
to safe areas and asked the terrorists to surrender.

IC-59741 MAJOR AMAN OBEROI 
ARMOURED CORPS/22 RASHITRYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 23 December 2006) 

Major Aman Oberoi was the Officer Commanding of a 
Company of a Rashtriya Rifles Battalion. On 23 December 
2006, the officer delingetly developed hard intelligence 
about presence of two terrorists in a village in Sopore 
district (J&K). The officer informed Battalion Headquarters 
and he himself with quick reaction team rushed and cordoned 
the target houses thereby maintaining total surprise. Cordon 
was further tightened by reinforcements. 

At 1730 hours while search was in progress the terrorists 
brought down heavy volume of fire on troops from inside 
the concrete house. Since the day was passing last light, 
Major Oberoi, when crawled close to the window of target 
house, his helmet was hit by volume of terrorists’ fire. The 
officer with total disregard to self life, facing bullets from 
terrorists, crawled from one room to another, lobbed a 
grenade inside the room, using effective room intervention 
techniques, entered the room and killed two terrorists on an 
outfit from point blank range. Large number of arms and 
ammunition was recovered from the terrorists. 

Major Aman Oberoi displayed cultivation of hard 
intelligence, displaying indomitable courage and exhibiting 
outstanding leadership in fighting the terrorists. 

1C-55281 MAJOR SANJAY KUMAR TANWAR 

RAJPUT REGIMENT/58 RASHITRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 02 January 2007) 

On 02 January 2007, Major Sanjay Kumar Tan war, led 
a cordon and search operation in general area in district 
Udhampur (J&K). Using slithering ropes to negotiate steep 
slopes and achieve surprise, the target dhok was cordoned 
on 04 January 2007 at 0400 hours. At 0645 hours one 
terrorist came running out, firing indiscriminately on own 
troops. Unmindful of his personal safety, the officer chased 
the fleeing terrorist and shot him. 

He then directed the Rocket Launcher to fire on the 
target dhok to neutralise the heavy fire of others. 
Consequently, two terrorists who came out firing were shot. 
As hostile fire of the fourth terrorist inside was still being 
drawn, the officer crawled up to place explosives to blast 
the side wall and force him to come out. Once again, 
displaying rare courage despite being under fire the officer 
crawled to the opening created and fired at the terrorist and 
killed him. 

Major Sanjay Kumar Tanwar displayed act of exceptional 
gallantry of a high order with total disregard to personal 
safety and leadership in face of hostile fire. 


IC-55096 MAJOR PRATUL GAURANG MEHTA 

REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY/172 FIELD REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award : 02 April 2007) 

Major Pratul Gaurang Mehta, as Company Commander of 
the Company Operating Base (COB) deployed for Counter 
Terrorist Operations in the Eastern Sector carried out two 
surgical operations as under :— 

On 09 January 2007, Major Pratul Mehta, when informed 
about presence of three heavily armed terrorists in a house 
in a local village rushed to the spot with his Quick Reaction 
Team (QRT) and cordoned off the house. He tasked his team 
to provide fire support and he with utter disregard to his 
personal safety, charged into the house and overpowered 
the terrorist on duty in a hand to hand combat. The two 
remainder terrorists were also quickly overpowered by the 
other two jawans who followed him. The operation led to 
apprehension of three hardcore terrorists and recovery of 
two AK-56 Light Machine Guns, one pistol and two 
grenades. 

On 02 April 2007, Major Pratul Mehta along with team, 
while on a patrol, received information regarding presence 
of four heavily armed terrorists in a house in another 
village. He immediately rushed to the site and cordoned off 
the house. On being challenged, the terrorists resorted to 
indiscriminate firing and heavy exchange of the fire ensued. 
When there was a lull in firing, Major Mehta along with his 
two buddies rushed into the house and shot dead the two 
terrorists. The two other injured terrorists were shot dead by 
other members of the team. The operation led to elimination 
of four hardcore terrorists and recovery of two AK-47 
rifles. 

Major Pratul Gaurang Mehta displayed dynamic 
leadership, bravery of the highest order with utter disregard 
to personal safety in carrying out the operation against the 
terrorists.

MECHANISED INFANTRY/9 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 17 January 2007) 

Based on information provided by unit source, joint 
parties of a Rashtriya Rifles Battalion Special Operation 
Group, Kulgam, and an Infantry Battalion (Territorial Army) 
alongwith a Battalion of Central Reserve Police Force 
under took cordon and search of a village in district Anantnag 
(J&K) on 17 January 2007. 

While the search was in progress, terrorists hiding inside 
a house brought down indiscriminate Small Arms fire and 
lobbed grenades on own parties. Sensing danger to own 
troops, Major Paramvir Singh Jamwal crawled to a dangerous 
position despite effective terrorists’ fire, brought down 
accurate Multi Grenade Launcher fire, moved ahead and 
lobbed hand grenades and simultaneously fired bursts from 
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his rifle eliminating two terrorists. The officer yet observed 
suspicious movement in the window from where terrorist 
opened indiscriminate fire. Displaying extreme presence of 
mind the officer at his own peril crawled sideways surprised 
and eliminated the third terrorist in a very close quarter 
battle. 

Major Paramvir Singh Jamwal displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, saving lives of his own troops in the highest 
traditions of Indian Army and eliminating three hardcore 
terrorists of an outlawed group, 

9106682 RIFLEMAN RAIECE AHMAD GANAIE 
JAMMU & KASHMIR LIGHT INFANTRY/ 

50 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 13 February 200?) 

Based on information of Surveillance Detachment in a 
village in Pulwama district (J&K) a Cordon and search 
operation was launched by a Rashtriya Rifles Battalion on 
13 February 2007. 

Ai 1815 hours while de-inducting, suspicious movement 
was noticed near the village. The leading scout Rifleman 
Ganaie challenged two terrorists. Immediately, party 7 came 
under intense and effective fire from terrorists. Displaying 
high standards of battle craft, he took cover, retaliated and 
injured one terrorist. Intense firefight ensued. Realizing 
grave danger to his colleagues, he crawled through adjoining 
nala and positioned himself at the mouth of the nala without 
detection. In a flash, displaying exceptional courage at his 
own peril he charged at and killed the injured terrorist 
instantly. The other terrorist lobbed grenades and fired at 
him. Undeterred, he repeatedly exposed himself to danger. 
Finally, displaying conspicuous bravery, he charged at the 
second terrorist and killed him at point blank range. 

Rifleman Raiece Ahmad Ganaie displayed indomitable 
courage, comradeship and professional acumen in fighting 
the terrorists.

2 PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 20 March 2007) 

On 20 March 2007 the number one troop of a battalion 
of the parachute regiment (special forces) moved to a 
village in district Kupwara (J&K) on specified input and 
cordoned the suspect house by 0320 hours, Lance Naik 
Bhawan Singh was member of the troop. 

At 0350 hours taking advantage of inclement weather 
and zero visibility four terrorists attempted to break cordon 
and rushed out firing towards Lance Naik Bhawan Singh 
and the troop commander. Despite being outnumbered both 
stood their ground and engaged the terrorists. The troop 
commander killed two of them but received multiple gunshots 
and fell. On seeing this Lance Naik Bhawan Singh with 


utter disregard to personal safety came out from behind 
cover and rushed to his troop commanders’ rescue under 
heavy automatic fire. While trying to extricate the troop 
commander from the firing zone he received a gunshot 
wound and was grievously wounded. He however continued 
to drag his troop commander and succeeded in getting him 
out of the fire before succumbing to his injuries. 

Lance Naik Bhawan Singh displayed exemplary courage 
and espirit de corps in keeping with the highest traditions of 
the Indian Army in trying to rescue the troop commander. 

IC-62560 CAPTAIN KAUSHAL KASHYAP 

21 PARACHUT REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award : 27 March 2007) 

Captain Kaushal Kashyap Troop Leader of ‘D’ Assault 
Team, 21 Para (Special Forces) deployed in Arunachal 
Pradesh was instrumental in establishing an effective 
clandestine intelligence network in a very short span of 
time. Being a native of Assam, he used language behavioural 
and cultural skills to successfully merge with the local 
populace to obtain credible intelligence on terrorists’ 
movement in Manubam Reserve Forest. 

On 27 March 2007 Capt Kashyap through his relentless 
intelligence gathering came upon a valuable input about 
meeting of senior terrorists’ leadership deep inside Manubam 
forest to plan and finalise sabotage activities. Speed and 
surprise being of paramount importance, Capt Kashyap 
quickly made a meticulous plan to negate terrorist nefarious 
designs. After two days of X-country move through 
unfamiliar rugged terrain with stealth, he with his troop 
clandestinely established surveillance over nala Kanchange 
Hka on 29 March 2007. At 0600 hours on 30 March 2007, 
they observed three terrorists approaching. On being 
challenged by the scouts, the terrorists fired indiscriminately, 
Capt Kashyap with his troop retaliated with accurate fire 
and in ensuring firefight killed two terrorists from a very 
close quarter. These terrorists were also instrumental in 
masterminding killed on Bihari labourers in Upper Assam in 
January 2007. 

Captain Kaushal Kashyap displayed selfless dedication 
to duty and tenacity in intelligence collection, exemplary 
leadership, conspicuous bravery and presence of mind in an 
intense close quarter battle that killed two top terrorists. 

IC-57912 MAJOR SWAPNEESH PARIHAR 
REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY/174 FIELD REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award : 31 March 2007) 

On 31 March 2007, based on information of four terrorists 
hiding in a village in Sibsagar District, Assam, Major 
Swapneesh Parihar rushed to the location with his Quick 
Reaction Team 

The officer laid quick cordon with the available strength 
and concurrently commenced the search operation. The 
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officer closed in on the target house and to avoid any 
collateral damage to other civilians, personally led the 
search team. On entering, one of the terrorists fired on the 
officer from close range grievously injuring him as also 
causing his personal weapon to fall off. Undaunted by his 
grievous injuries and in a rare feat of aggressiveness and 
courage, the officer pounced on the terrorist, snatched his 
weapon and killed him. 

Although critically wounded with five bullets, the officer 
refused to be evacuated and continued to direct his team to 
tighten the cordon till arrival of reinforcements. Following 
search operations led to elimination of one more hardcore 
terrorists and recovery of a AK-56 rifle and large quantity 
of ammunition and explosives. 

Major Swapneesh Parihar displayed act of conspicuous 
bravery, unmatched courage and utter disregard to personal 
safety in carrying out the operation against the terrorists.

159 INFANTRY BATTALION (TA) (H&H) DOGRA 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 01 April 2007) 

On 01 April 2007, Lance Naik Ravinder Singh Malik 
was instrumental m generating pin point intelligence of about 
two terrorists hiding in the general area in Doda district 
(J'&K). Based on the input, columns were launched. Lance 
Naik Ravinder Singh Malik, scout of the leading column 
carrying out search, located the highly camouflaged hideout 
immediately upon which he was fired upon, but with the 
total disregard to personal safety he closed in, fired and 
injured two terrorists. In the firefight he sustained gun shot 
wound at left lateral chest due to terrorist fire. Even though 
grievously injured he tactically further closed in with the 
terrorists and killed both of them. Later on he succumbed to 
his injuries. 

Lance Naik Ravinder Singh Malik displayed exemplary 
courage, unflinching grit and conspicuous bravery in face of 
heavy odds and made the supreme sacrifice in the highest 
traditions of Indian Army while fighting the terrorists.

9 MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY (POSTHUMOUS) 
(Effective date of the award : 31 July 2007) 

On 30 July 2007, based on information about likely 
infiltration of terrorists from across the Line of Control in 
Uri Sector of Jammu & Kashmir, Lance Naik Bachhav 
Shashikarrt Ganpat was part of the Commanding Officer’s 
Quick Reaction Team which swiftly moved to the infiltration 
site. Stunned at the audacity and swift movement of own 
troops, the alarmed terrorists resorted to indiscriminate 
firing on 31 July 2007 and tried to evade across the line of 
control. Sensing the urgency to prevent the terrorists from 
fleeing across the line of control, Lance Naik Bachhav in a 


bold daring action out manoeuvred the fleeing terrorists. 
During heavy exchange of fire Lance Naik Bachhav sustained 
gun shot wound. Unmindful of his injury, Lance Naik 
Bachhav closed in an in a most audacious close encounter 
killed one foreign terrorist and severely injuring another. 
This forced the other fleeing terrorists to take refuge inside 
a rocky cave in the inhospitable and treacherous height of 
Chota Kazinag Dhar ranges. During this act of most 
exceptional devotion and extreme gallantry Lance Naik 
Bachhav was mortally injured and later succumbed to 
injuries.
